This certainly is, 
in our opinion, extremely, and quite un- 
necessarily, imp«tie»t and abrupt : for 
allhongh the Slh Rule provides that " fur- 
ther lime may be okainrd by order of a 
Ju.lg», on application for thai purpose, 
(and sufficient cause being shown,) through 
the Registrar," yet, kuiti the excessive 
shortness of Ihe no! ice, many persons in 
tie interior will jmbalily nut hair heard 
of the Rules until after Ihe expiration of 
the time limited. And, under reary circutn- 
stanrrt, the idea of calling upon persons 
lo make up, within tbe short space of 
three tnonlhs, accounts extending through 
the lung term uf six years and a half, aud 
tti be yerified on *' wlh, tf does appear to 
us lo lie the very climax of the unreason- 
able and the harsh.

Wt regret we have not been able at an 
earlier date, nor aie we now able at such 
length aa we could wish, to treat of the 
taluatile object! of this Association. 
These object* are three. 

The ttrat is, to afford a temporary relief 
to such of the members aa may Ik thiown 1 
out uf employment by casualties other 
than sickness. The administration of lite 
relief here contemjibled, is guarded by 
scleral regulations, such aa, that each 
member of this class, shall, previous lo 
his admission, be cerlilied to l« of good 
character and steady hub Ls, and the silua- 
Lion held by him iu all probability pcr- 
inaneut, and that his loss uf ii shall have 
been occasioned by no fault o( hi* own. 
The limitation of tbe relief lo three 
momhs it ttitth as will induce liim, in 
case of hi* htiug deprived of employment 
aa a clerk, hy ciccu instances likely to 
prove generally and permanently unfa- 
vourable, to accept any other suitable em- 
ployment thai may offer, while tt will be 
yel sufficient to auitsin hi in through such 
adverse circinnslancei as he may fair)) 
expect will amend. 

The second object of the Association is 
that or a Friendly society, la affurd relief 
in sickness to members disabled from fol- 
lowing their ordinary occupations. The 
applicants for nieuitjerslnp mint be certi- 
fied to he in sound health and otherwise 
eligible. The rales of contribution are 
accoidinglo approved tables. 

Tht third object is, im the pfiticiple of 
a life insurance aociel), tu make u pro- 
vision for the widow, children, or aasigu. 
of a member, in tbe event of his death. 
The like precautions ate taken in I lie; ad- 
mission of member), and the like ap- 
proved; data adapted in the computa- 
tions. 

These semal objects, the several funds 
applicable tu each, aod the several classes 
of membeti contributing to, and entitled 
to dctivc relief from these funds, are kept 
perfectly distinct ; and at the same time 
the ex|tensei of management ore provided 
for by a fourth and entirely different fund. 
1( it not necessary tliat each member 
should con tribute to all the funds, he may 
cm: line himself to one or more, and for 
the time being he is enrolled ai a mem bet. 
Nor will the tufliciency of one fund si)r It* 
arparatr purjraae be in the least affected 
by (lis insufficiency, should such occur, or 
any of the other.. 

We bavc looked cVately into the: rules 
with a reference to some objection t, which 
il occurred to us audi a Society might be 
liablr lo, and we are satisfied that thi* 
Society ii freed from all of them, by the 
judiciuiis nature of its provisions, with (he 
exception of our, which " e du not bring 
foiward with any ton tide nee. namely, that 
in cgii fining Jtlie institution to clerks, it* 
range is unnecessarily limited, white its 
expenses uf management will be a* great 
aa if it included persons of several olbtr 
kindred occupations, We desire to sec 
in henefiu extended, and its strength and 
permanence (particularly in its insurance 
hrsnch) confirmed, 'by an enlargement of 
its numbers, and we are not aware that 
this enlargement is difficult to effect, or 
liable to any solid objection. 

VAX DIKUKVK LAND. 
Wa perceive (he chief reason which in- 
duced (he members of the Legislative 
CuUhril to reject the bill fur the appoint- 
ment of commissioners for lighting and 
paving Huhul Town, waa aimilar tu that 
it lib which Municipal Acts were opposed 
in Syjney, that the Council had nut the 
power to pas* inch lueaatirei ; that 
there should be no taxation wilh-a 
out represent at iota.

MACRITILS. 

A itw Mauritius partrrt have come to 
hand, "in Van Dieraen't Laud, but of late 

so many of lioth iVrneen and Manririrn 

have failed to reach us, that we are unable 
to give any very satisfactory account of 
the course of events in Mauritius- It will 
be remembered that tbe Coolie Immigra- 
tion furnied the principal topic of discus- 
sion in former dales, and Ihat there was 
some probability of difference of opinion, 
if not uf collision, belween Lite Governor, 
Sir Williih (iouu, and the Legislative 
Council on the lubjecl. We have no ac- 
counts of the proceeding!, but the result, 
it appear., has been what was anticipated. 
Sir Willi tu CioMU, while recommending 
and adopting e)cry meant to protect the 
Coolies, leaves tlx planters and employers 
of labour lo prolecl themselves in Ihe besi 
way ibey can. A Urge number of the 
planters have again addressed Sir Wttutu 
Qoiiu, almost iu terms uf supplication, to 
take some measures fur their relief. Coo- 
lie Immigration appears not to have had 
at all the effect which it was antici- 
pated it wuuld, iu ameliorating? (he con- 
dition of the planter*. Il appears 
that the Island of Bourbon had been 
threatened with famine, and the Legisla- 
tive Council of Mauritius, at Ihe instance 
of the fiovtinoa had passed a bill au- 
thorising the export from Mauritius lo 
Bourbon of large quantities of rice. Tue 
Governinent of liouibon was lavish in its 
expressions of gratitude on the occasion. 
The arrival of three Roman Caihotjc 
priesti, who were lo be followed hy the 
Roman Calhulic Biehop and eight more 
priests, appears, according lu the Mauri- 
eien lu have excited considerable interest 
amongst the inhabitants who are of that 
persuasion, and git-en much satisfaction. 
We do not observe any thing further in lht 
pap»rs come to hand. The lateil da e is 
2(lih Juue.
